REMARKS. 

‘Teachers of experience know that if they excite a deep and 
profitable interest in their school they must teach many 
things besides book studies. In our common schools there 
will always be a company of small children who, not yet hav- 
ing learned to read understandingly, will have no means of 
interesting themselves and must depend mainly upon the 
teacher for the interest they may take in the school ‘This to 
them seems the most critical period of their lives. What- 
ever impression is now made upon them will be enduring. 
If there they become disgusted with the dullness and con- 

finement of school and associate the idea of pain and repul- 
siveness with that of learning, who can blame the child for 
not wanting to go to school. 

‘If on the other hand the teacher is skillful and excites in 
them a spirit of inquiry, and leads them in suitable ways to 
observe, to think and to feel that the schoolroom is a happy 
place for children, one point is gained. I think it would be 
for the interest of the scholars if the teachers set apart a few 
minutes once a day for a general exercise in the schools, 
when it should be required of all to lay aside their studies, 

assume an erect position and give their undivided attention 
to whatever the teacher may bring before them. ‘The teach- 


_ er should previously select such topics, and make such chang- 


es in the exercises as will interest, enlighten and excite the 
minds ofall. By doing this the children learn many things
